I have 
been through the States and through 
the Dakotas, and am now turning 
my face homewards again, but of all 
places I have struck, there is nono 
that has impressed me more favor- 
ably or given me an idea of bright- 
er possibilities than Winnipeg. There 
have been nowhere kinder hearts 
than I have met in Winnipeg, and 
that kindness has not left me even 
in the mud, I have always had 
the idea of visiting your country. It 
is a great country and _ J, believe it 
is the country for young people, It 
is a ,and of great possibilities, and 
If 1 were a young man I certainly 
would not hesitate a single moment 
in settling in Canada. When I get 
back to the old country any men I 
meet with capital I shall advise to 
come out here to invest it. I be- 
lieve it is the land of promise, and 
I believe those people who are strug- 
gling and striving with the utmost 
difficulty to make a living there will 
find a good home and living before 
them here. Particularly am 1], im- 
pressed with the size of the country, 
Here you think nothing of a journey 
of a thousand miles. Back in Ire- 
land, if we are going to travel twel- 
ve miles the next day, we go to bed 
early the night before. Your coun- 
try is broad, broad in acres and pos- 


sibilities. Iam glad to see you 
looking so well. We are told that 
when you get out here you become 


thin and sallow looking. You seem 
all very well and happy; and I am 
glad to know it.”

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CURRENT COPIMENT. 


On the subject of disarmament of 
nations there is a great divergence of 
opinion. A« few days ago Dr, 8. 
Weir, an American thinker and writ- 
er, who was the principal guest at 
the commencement dinner at the uni- 
versity of Toronto, alluded to the 
absence of forts and cannon along 
the thousands of miles of boundary 
between this country and the United 
States as an example to the nations 
in the limitation of a maments, 
More recently a great Russian state- 
sman, M. Nelidoll, at the opening of 
the Hague peace congress, affiimed 
that disarmament was unattainable 
and that confliéts between nations 
were no more avoidable than con- 
flicts between individuals. M. Neli- 
dofi’'s words will not be very wel- 
come to those who hope for univer- 
sal peace and disarmament, but they 
may find comfort in the views of the 
Toronto Globe, which alludes to Dr. 
Mitchell’s speech, as follows:— 

That ‘prince among gnioderm human- 
ists, Dr. Weir Mitchel, expressed at 
the University commencement dinner 
his satisfaction at the absence of 
both forts and cannon along the 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States. With this sentiment 
every ‘humane and rational thinker 
on both sides of the line will agree. 
Peace has been maintained between 
these two countries for nearly a 
century, and during the long interval 


there has not been on the lakes a 
single gunboat belonging to eithe 
side. Troops have never crossed the 


frontier except in the way of friendly 
intercourse, and every dispute has 
been settled by friendly arrangement. 
There is no reason to fear a war and 
there is, therefore, no reason’ why 
precautions in the way of armam 
ents should be taken on either side. 

The example thus set by the main- 
tenance of a defenceless frontier of 
several thousands of miles is one 
that ought to influence countries si- 
miliarly situated in different parts 
of the world. Especially is this the 
¢ se with Russia and China, with 
Germany and her southern neigh- 
bors, with Mexico and the United 
States, and with several of the 
South American countries. We some- 
times hear it said that the ‘best way 
to keep peace is to be prepared for 
war. This is not true, A still bet- 
ter way is for two nations with a 
common frontier to agree to disarm, 
There is always danger that a highly 
armed people will become correspon- 
dingly overbearing, and that gover- 
nments in controls of good fighting 
machines, whether an army or a 
navy, will feel a secret willingness, 
if not a positive desire to test its ef- 
ficiency.

THE ALABAMA RECALLED 


There died in England last month 
a man who was a close lin’ with 
one of the most notable events in 
American history. George Granville 
Lancaster of Kelmarsh, Northamp- 
tonshire, was one of the eyewitnesses 
of the famous battle between the 
Confederate privateer Alabama, and 
the Federal cruiser Kearsarge, Mr, 
Lancaster, whose will has been prov- 
ed for $655,000, was a son of the 
owner of the British yacht 
hound, from the deck of which he 
witnessed the fight on Sunday, 
19, 1862, ‘The Deerhound picked up 
fourteen officers and twenty-six 
of the Alabama after she sank and 
took them into Southampton, and 
one of the most authentic and inter- 
esting accounts of the fight is the 
one written from the log of the Deer- 
hound, The first shot was fired 
at ten minutes after eleven and the 
Alabama sank at 12,50, 

The Alabama was built at Birken- 
head, in, 1862. She was a wooden 
screw steamer of 1,040 tons and car- 
ried eight guns, which fired 82 pound 
shells and shot. The British Gov- 
ernment issued orders ¢ detain her 
as soon as her destination was learn- 
ed, but owing to some legal formali- 
ties there was a delay and the news 
got to the owners of the Alabama so 
that she tastily sailed on June 
29, 1862, a few hours before the for- 
mal orders for ther detainment reach- 
ed the port from London. For near- 
ly two years she roamed over the 
world, destroying Federal shipping.

The mine, the quarry, the smelting 
iurnace, the mill, the machine shop, ;

sualty roll which, according to tne 
most eminent authority on the sub- 
ject, Dr, Josiah Strong, is placed at 
the stupendous figure of 525,000. 

Now, on the basis of over half a 
million industrial accidents in the 
United States in a single yé&r, it 
may be stated that one person out 
of every 150 is sacrificed in a great- 
‘vr or less degree, ranging from a 
slight injury to death itself, in the | 
task of carrying on our great indus- 
trial works. And the pity and 
shame of it all is that a large pro- 
portion of this pain and death is! 
vasily preventable. ‘Two things are 
necessary; first the public must be 
awakened to the realization of — the 
disgrace which such a condition of 
thingsputs upon the nation, and to 
a realization of the vast amount of 
personal loss and suffering which 
these figures represent, and secondly 
they must be taught that by the 
enactment of proper ordinances gov- 
erning -the safety of life and limb, 
and the provision of proper devices 
of a mechanical kind, it would be 
possible, in a very few years to re- 
duce the casualty list by probably 
not less than fifty per cent. It is 
certain that until we have learned 
“how much a man is better than a 
sheep,’’ and have acquired a decent 
regard for the sanctity and dignity 
of life, we are not likely to make 
headway in the provision of means 
for the prevention of accidents. 

It is not contended that inventors,
